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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1,6,10,15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Aldermeshian et al (5,745,850). 

As to claims 1, Aldermeshian et al disclose method using a message service 
(calling number) for the transmission of user message, containing information from a 
sender , to the mobile station of a recipient ,who has a primary mobile station capable of 
receiving at least voice calls (600) and user messages and at least one secondary 
mobile station(610 or 620) capable of receiving at least a user messages (col.13 Iines7- 
49)comprising the step of: Aldermeshian et al dislcose directing user messages 
addressed to the primary mobile station to any of the secondary mobile stations of the 
recipient (col. 13 lines 7 -49 and fig. 6). 

As to claims 6 and 10 and 15, Aldermeshian et al disclose all the limitation as 
explained above in calim 1, and further more, Aldermeshian et al disclose means for 
activating a secondary mobile station (610 or 620) an incoming call addressed to 
primary mobile station (600) (col.13 lines 7-49 and fig. 6) 
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As to claims 2, 4,9,11,12,18, Aldermeshian et al disclose everything as explained 
above, further more, Aldermeshian et al disclose activating the secondary mobile station 
up user message forward from phone (fig.6). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5,8,13, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Aldermeshian et al in view of Pepe et al (5,742,905). 

As to claims 5,8,13 and 17, Aldermeshian et al do not specifically disclose data 
computer receiving information and acknowledged the received user's message. 
However, Pepe et al disclose using a data computing device (PDA) of the recipient for 
informing of a received user message to the recipient and to acknowledge the received 
user message by the recipient, and first directing the received user message to the 
data computing device and , if the user message is not acknowledged by a determined 
time, forwarding the user message to the activated mobile station, see col.21 lines 45- 
63. Since Aldermeshian et al teach an incoming call addressed to the primary mobile 
station, when the primary station is busy or inactive, the incoming call is directed to 
secondary mobile station , therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of invention was made to modify Aldermeshian et al in receiving 
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recipient's text message delivered to data computer and acknowledging for receipt , as 
taught by Pepe et al. in order to ensure that the message is delivered to the recipient on 
time. 

4. Claims 3,7,14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Aldermeshian et al in view of Pepe et al and further in view of Pepper et al (US 
5,930,700). 

As per claims 3,7,14 and 16, Aldermeshian et al in view of Pepe et al fail to 
discloses the user messages are generated on the basis of the notification of calendar 
events. However, Pepper et al disclose the subscriber uses the GUI to enters in his 
daily schedule and his list of clients. The GUI also alerts the subscriber when the 
service control module 306 communicates with the PDA about new pending messages 
and to determine if the subscriber wants to accept a given call or forward it on to the 
voice mail portion of the service control. The database 308 maintains a network copy 
of the subscriber's daily schedule and client list which are used, along with the 
subscriber's default profile, to determine which calls to forward directly to the 
subscriber at his current location, which calls to forward to the subscriber's voice mail 
box, and when to let the subscriber decide what to do with a particular call ,see col. 5-6 
lies 66-68 and 1-1 1 respectively. Therefore, therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention was made to modify to notify the 
calendar events for Pepe with pepper so that the notification user message forward to 
the alternative communication device based on time or schedule of the user. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
